London, Jan. 31.—Perhaps the most 


important nexrs of the war received yes- 
terday was that General Kelly-Kenny, 
with a column of the Sixth division, had 
seized Thebas Station, which is to the 
west of Steynsburg and on the railway 
running from that point tast to Rosp- 
mead Junction. Xo indication is given of 
the route by which this advance was 
made, but it was probably from Middle- 
bnrg to the east. 


This movement serves to form another 


link in the chain which is being put to- 
gether along the line of the Orange Free 
State border. General Kelly-Kenny is 
now holding the halfway post between 
the forces of French and Gatacre. The 
country north of Thebus is very difficult, 
but the occupation of the village by the 
British threatens the west flank of the 
Boers' position at StonuLerg. 


Apart from the appearance of Kelly- 


Kenny at Thebus there are other indica- 
tions that Lord Roberts has made up his 
mind that for the Repent at least Gener- 
al Bnller apparently cannot make a fresh 
attack and that an advance into the 
Orange Free State is to be begun. The 
commanders of two transports with artil- 
lery and cavalry which had been sent 
from Cnpe Town to Durban received or- 
ders not to land troops, but to return at 
once. A number of transports have ar- 
rived at the Cape recently, but nothing N 
known as to the disposition of the tixiops 
which they carried. Others are just ar- 
riviujr, so it is possible that Lord Roberts 
lias been able to send considerable re-eu- 
forcemcnts to French and Gntacre in ad- 
dition to pushing forward Kelly-Kenny's, 
division.
